'A crusade to compel observance of 


l.ho ordinance forbidding the erection 
of frame buildings within 
the 
l?n* 


limits Is to be undertaken by the city 
authorities. A number of persons who 
have had such 
structures 
erected 


either in defiance or ignorance of the 
provisions of the law, have opened 
themselves to fines ranging from $25 
to S100 and the expense of tearing 
down the offending buildings. 


Instances are on record where resi- 


dents have buiii: fraine garages, stair- 
ways and other additions inside the fire 
limits. Some have never Inquired as 
to whether, they were violating the 
ordinance; others have gone ahead 
and finished the buildings after in- 
quiring and finding out 
that 
their 


plans wore in conflict with the law. 
Wherever possible the-Department oC 
Public Safety compels such building 
operations to stop, but there are in- 
stances where the law was violated 
and the city authorities knew nothing 
about it.

city are such that several frame addi- 
tions now in course of erection are 
just outside the zone by a narrow 
margin.
